be assembled from within. 
Looking at the matter ilispas 


sionately, or as dispassionately as possible, the dastardly crime 
would seem lo have been directly instigated, if nol actually 
perpetrated, by representatives of the I luerla ^overnmenl bui, 
all unknown lo themselves, when the treacherous Greasers 
slew Madero and Snare/ they went into the boomerang busi- 
ness with all of its possibilities, not to say probabilities. While 
(lie whole world stands a^hasl af this latest exhibition of 
Mexican political methods the leading newspapers of Greal 
Britain couple with their most scathing condemnation the 
hope thai intervention by the United Slates in behalf of law 
and order and the welfare of the population other than Mexi- 
can, will not be lon^1 delayed and thai in any steps this gov- 
ernment may see lit to take looking toward the establishment 
of a Iranquilily which shall rest upon an enduring; basis, it will 
have the hearty sympathy—and effective co-operation, if need 
be—of Greal Britain. 
As we regard, it the Mexican situation 


is infinitely worse in many respects than thai which existed in 
Cuba under the Spanish regime, but 'Ilie reason for our inter- 
vention in Mexico is mtinilely greater because of ils close 
proximity to our southwestern border.

and recent occurrences justify that belief, thai Mexico will be 
a menace to the United States until coinplefely overrun by a 
peace-loving and a peace-compelling people from the north.
